The Anzac Stamp 
—_-se —-—- 


From Mr. A. J. Bower, of Otago, 
New Zealand, we receive a newspa- 
per clipping giving us some informa- 
tion concerning the Anzac issue, not 
heretofore published. Feeling that 
these details will be of interest to our 
readers, we quote in full from the 
clipping, even tho a small part may 
be a repetition of data previously 
published, rather than to delete a 
part:

Weekly there appeared an_ article 
written by Dr. W. L. Babcock en-| 
titled ‘Philatelic Crimes.” The article | 
dealt with the story of a pane of 1 2c 
brown violet, 1922 issue flat plate 
perf. 11, Scott No. 564, that was 
issued part perforated, but cut into 
singles by a P. O. clerk at Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. This article came to the 
attention of a man who, some 10 years! 
ago, had secured a pane of 100 of this 
stamp from a small mid-western P. O. 
He had held it all these years to make 
sure that no others would turn up. 
The horizontal perforations of this 
pane are entirely normal and the top 
three rows show no vertical perfora-' 
tions. ‘The lower seven rows show 
slightly diagonal extra perforations. 
Thus we can secure 5 blocks of 4 
and 5 pairs of this new variety, No. 
56+, imperforate vertically.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 

American Cathedrals On The Stamps 

By Harry M. Savacol 
CuHapter XVI 
ATIN American countries have paid their respects 
to the Christian Religion by placing on their 
stamps many of their Cathedrals. ‘These Cathe 
drals are not as well known in the United States as are 
those of Europe. This is not surprising since there is 
relatively little tourist trafic to Latin America. Some 
of the Cathedrals are in cities that are hard to reach 
and not too pleasant to stop in even for a few days. 
‘Then, too, they have neither the beauty nor the riches 
of the European Cathedrals. But they are not to be 
discounted too much. Some of them were built before 
the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth and when we consider 
the extreme poverty of some of the countries it is a 
wonder how they could have built Cathedrals of such 
magnificence. 

The Cathedral of Santo Domingo, in the city of the 
same name, was begun in 1514 and finished in 1540, 
long before John Smith ever dreamed of Jamestown. 
It was old when the Pilgrims built their first meeting 
house at Plymouth. It is the seat of the oldest Bishopric 
in the new world. The Cathedral is a picturesque stone 
building without spire or tower. The earthquakes of 
centuries have marred it somewhat but it still has a 
look of solid age. The interior is rich in old red wood- 
work and the walls are finished in a gleaming white. 
The thing which draws the most attention in the 
Cathedral is the Tomb of Columbus. There are three 
other churches which claim to possess the bones of the 
great explorer but the Dominicans are confident that 
they repose in the ornate and elaborate tomb in their 
Cathedral. Whether the remains of Columbus are there 
or not, the rich tomb, with its bronze reliefs and little 
marble figures, comes near being the best architecture 
in Latin America. Here also is a fragment of the Cross 
which Columbus set up at Santo Cerro. It is reputed 
to have delivered him from his enemies on that occasion, 
as well as to have performed many miracles since. The 
Cathedral possesses several paintings of real merit by 
Velasques and Murillo. The Altar is faced with silver 
plates and the Archbishop-President of the Dominican 
Republic has his tomb here, rather overshadowed by 
that of Columbus. As far back as 1899 the Tomb of 
Columbus was used on two stamps (No. 103, 108). 
Then in 1931 there was issued a set of six stamps 











bearing a front view of the Cathedral (No. 260, 265), 
In the Merino Set of 1933 the two highest values bear 
a better view of the Cathedral showing it to much 
better advantage (No. 275, 276). 

The Cathedral at Lima in Peru is also a very ancient 
church. It was founded by the picturesque Spanish 
conqueror, Pizarro. His remains now rest in the 
Cathedral. The Cathedral was dedicated in 1625 to 
St. John the Evangelist. It was destroyed in 1746 by 
an earthquake and was immediately rebuilt. It is a 
stuccoed and painted building and, hard as it is to 
believe, is like most buildings in Lima built of mud. A 
sharp rail could be driven through the massive walls 
almost anywhere. While there are other churches in 
Lima just as imposing as the Cathedral its two towers 
stand out over the low buildings of the city and give it 
a distinction it could not have in a city of taller build- 
ings. The interior of the Church is not particularly 
impressive but it does boast a very fine organ and a high 


altar adorned with a painting by Murillo. This Cathe- 


dral is in reality nothing unusual but Peru has used it 
on two stamps. In 1930 it was shown on the 5c value 
of the stamps issued in connection with the Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress for Child Welfare (No. 265). Again 
in 1935 a very good picture of the Cathedral was used 
on the 4c value of the set issued to commemorate the 
400th anniversary of the founding of Lima (No. 325), 
A Mexican stamp of 1899 (No. 303) bears a picture 
that we are not likely to see on a Mexican stamp again. 
It is a picture of the Cathedral in Mexico City. With 
the hostility of the present Mexican government to- 
wards religion, cathedrals are not likely to appear on 
its stamps. But we can be thankful that this noble and 
imposing Cathedral found a place on one stamp design 
before Mexico fell into the hands of anti-religionists, 
This Cathedral is built on the site of the old Aztec 
Temple to the War God. It is very fitting that a 
Christian Church should blot out the site which so 
often reeked with the human sacrifices of the Aztecs. 
The Cathedral was dedicated in 1667 after great dif- 
ficulties in building due to marshy ground. Its cost 
was over two million dollars. The interior appears to 
be literally gold-plated. There are not many pictures 
of exceptional merit but there are great riches in images 
and jewels. One silver lamp alone is said to have cost 
$75,000. An old Aztec Calendar is encased in one of 
the walls for preservation. It is one of the most 
precious relics of Indian antiquity. There are no seats 
and all worshippers stand or kneel on the pavement.
